J a peme limited thereupon ; as in theſaied Statute, 
* moge largelie dooeth appeare: Fozeaſmuche as the 
occaſion of theſaied bzaunches appeareth ſithen to haue riſen, but vpon 
a p2tuate caſe, and that no maner ot common commoditie is ſithen per⸗ 
ceiued to bee growen of theſame, being notablie, by daielie experience 
founde, and knowen that there is at this pꝛeſent , leſſe plentie of foule,
